The revival in George, Iowa was 
@ union campaign sponsored by a 
group of fine Christian men known 
as the Christian Men’s Movement. 
Every pastor in town is a member 
of this organization and laymen 
from the different churches in the 
town and surrounding community. 

These men had rented a tent 
forty by ninety feet and pitched it 
in a splendid location one block 
west of the shopping district. It 
was the first attempt as a tent 
revival in that town since Paul 
Hutchins, the Christian author, 
conducted a tent revival there 
some twenty-two years ago. It was 
the first time all the churches had 
ever united their efforts in a cam- 


paign. 
Large Attendance 
The attendance was-probably the 


largest we have ever had in a re-. 


vival. meeting. How the folks did 
come! About the third night we 
had td look for more seats. All 
seats were borrowed from the high 
school gym and from the city 
park. The platform was placed in 
one side of the tent instead of the 
end, and seats were placed outside 


the tent facing the platform and 


loud speakers installed in order 
that all could see and hear. We 
could seat approximately eight 
hundred and on Sunday nights 
people stood in the aisles or out- 
side the tent. On one night at 
least there were nearly three hun- 
dred people standing on the outside 
who could not find seats! Every- 
one was thrilled with the attend- 
ance except the local theater man- 
ager whose audience dwindJed_un- 
til only seven attended the picture 
show one Saturday night! The 
night he usually had his largest 
attendance! The proprietor of a 
local liquor and ‘gambling joint 
was also unhappy because his Sat- 


-urday night “take” was forty dol- 


lars less on Saturday nights dur- 
ing the revival than it usually was! 
Everyone in town was talking 
revival. Many many criticized and

Show” and all manner of: rumors 
were started,.One was that I had 
said that all Catholics were going 
to Hell, another was that a weal- 
thy business man was paying us 
to come so larger crowds would 
come to town each night and 
stores could do more business. And

Chel Stockwell directed the choir 
and the congregational singing 
each night and the various church- 
es furnished special music from 
time to time. There were two pi- 
anos—-my wife played one and 
a local pianist played the other.

He also played for 
the street services each Wednes- 
day and Saturday nights.

There were con- 
versions almost every night after 
that, and I understand that the 
revival is still going on in the

Aftermath of the Revival 


Here is just one example of how 
God continues to work there. One 
night a “tough” man and his wife 
came to the meeting. He had not 
been to a gospel service in twen- 
ty years, had no use for preachers 
but thought they were all money- 
grabbing crooks, etc. But one night 
they came and my wife met them 
and won the woman .to Christ 
When she was saved, he left the 
tent in disgust. The revival closed 
with him unsaved. 


A few days later while in anoth- 
er revival in Sibley, Iowa I was 
surprised to get a ‘phone call from 
this man saying he wanted to see 
me right away. I told him to come 
over and he came over within a 
few minutes. He told me that his 


wife had-been stricken with a ser-| 


ious illness, had been operated on 
and the doctor had told him she 
had been in a comma for hours 
and might never even regain con- 
sciousness. In despair, he had come 


to ask me -to pray for her recov-; 


ery. I suggested that his condition 
was more serious than hers and 
he confessed he thought his wife’s 
sudden illness was due to his stub- 
born rejection of Christ. We knelt 
together there in the pastor’s liv- 
ing room and he wept as he begged 
God to forgive and save him. Then 
we prayed for his wife. 

When he went back to the hos- 
pital, the doctor met him with the 
news that his wife was greatly im- 
proved and was going to get well 
after all! The doctor attributed it 
to..some--“‘miracle’ drug he had 
given her. A few days later, when 
I went to see her, their son, a sol- 
dier boy, was there and he too was 
happily saved.

They that- tarry long. at the wine; 
they that go to seek mixed wine. 
Look thou upon the wine when. it 
is red, when it giveth his colour 
in the cup, when it moveth itself 
aright. At the last it biteth like 
a serpent, and stingeth like an 
adder.” | 

Habbakuk 2:15 shows that it is 
even wrong to give a drink to any- 
body else or to sell liquor. It savs, 
“Woe unto him that giveth his 
neighbour drink, that puttest thy 
bottle to him, and makest him 
drunken also, that thou mavest 
look on their nakedness!” I Corin- 
thians 6:10 plainly says that drun- 
kards cannot inherit the kingdom 
of God. And long experience has 
shown that anybody who drinks 
at all may~ beeome a drunkard. 
Drink is an enslaving habit, and 
any person is a fool to risk becom- 
ing a drunkard. 

6. You ask, “Is becoming very 
anary a sin?” 

Yes. Ephesians 4:30, 32 says, 
“And ‘grieve not the holy Spirit 
of God, whereby ve are sealed un- 
to the day of redemption. Let all 
bitterness, and wrath. and anger. 
and clamour, and evil sneaking. 
be put away from you, with all 
malice: And be ve kind one to 
another, tender-hearted, forgiving. 
one another, even as for 
Christ’s sake hath forgiven. you.” 

So you see that wrath, anger, 
clamour, evil speaking and malice 
are all to be put away by a Chris- 
tian. : 

A Christian can be indignant 
against sin, but certainly must not 
lose his temper, must not be bit- 
ter, must not have malice or anger 
in the usual sense. —

That means there is 
not only an awful Hell out yonder 
waiting the soul without God; not 
only does it mean that the doom 
of a sinner is an unspeakably aw- 
ful thing, but it means there is ab- 
solutely no other way that it could 
-be done. If there had been another 
way, God would have answered 
that prayer in the garden that 
night. But Jesus, looking into the 
face of the Father, said, ‘Not my 
will but thine be done.’’ Oh, the 
price He paid for a soul! My 
friends, listen, that is God’s esti- 
mate of the value of one soul, and 
yet that same soul for which He 
died men and women will throw 
away for nothing. They place no 
value whatever seemingly upon it, 
Yet they will tell you that they 
believe they are immortal; that 
they believe the Bible; that they 
believe there is a Heaven and a 
Hell out yonder; that they believe 
there is an eternity, and yet for 
a little mess of this earth’s pottage, 
throw their soul away! “What is 
a man profited, if he shall gain the 
whole world, and lose his own 
soul? or what shall a man give in 
exchange for his soul?” 


Ill. What Would You Give After 


Your Soul Is Lost Forever in Hell? 


And then the other half of the 
text is this: “What shall a man 
give in exchange for his soul?” 


When I first started preaching 
I made me a sermon on that and 
called it “SOLD OUT TO THE 
DEVIL.” I pictured that part of 
the text as a soul in the market 
place and God saying, “What will 
you take?” and God making His 
offer, then the devil saying, ‘“‘What 
will you take?” and the devil mak- 
ing his offer and the man selling 
out to the devil. I pictured certain 
things for which men-sold out, and 
that is Scripturally true, but it 
isn’t the proper interpretation of 
that text. Jesus didn’t say, “What 


you give?”, “What will a man give

What does Jesus mean here? I 
think He means that after a man 
has lost his soul, after he has for- 
feited his right of salvation, after 
he has waited too late, after he is; 
in Hell and realizes its awfulness, 
what would he-give if he could just 
get back those chances he had, to 
get right, and for just one more op- 
portunity to make the right de- 
cision! What would the rich young 
ruler give tonight if he could: kneel 
one more time at the feet of Je- 
sus and hear the Son of God say; 
“Young man, one thing thou lack- 
est.” Oh, what would he give if He 
could hear the Lord say, “Sell all 
that thou hast, and distribute unto 
the poor’’— wouldn’t he be glad to 
do it tonight? After nineteen hun- 
dred years of the tortures of Hell 
to remeniber that one day he stood 
so near to the borderline of glory, 
just one step over. Oh, what would 
he give to stand there again! And 
the myriads of souls in Hell to- 
night, what they would give to sit 
here tonight and hear one more 
gospel sermon, one more - gospel 
song, one more invitation from the 
Lord, to feel once more the tug 
of the Spirit at their hearts! What 
would they give if they could have 
just one more opportunity! Oh, 
soul listen, if you forfeit your 
chance and go to Hell, you would 
give ten thousand worlds to hear 
one more gospel sermon, one more 
song, one more call; to hear that 
still small voiee at the door of your 
heart just one more time. ‘‘What 
shall a man give in exchange for 
his soul?” The thing, my friends, 
is not to think about what you 
would do after it is too late but 
what are you going to do about 
it now? 


IV. What Satan Offers For Your 


Soul. 


What does the devil have to of- 
fer you, my unsaved friend, You 
are a man. You are a thinking, 
reasoning, intelligent human being. 
God gave you ability to think. God 
gave-you ability to think logically, 


intelligently. Now is the time to 


settle this question. Face it honest- 
ly and seriously. Think with me to- 
night! What does fhe devil have 
to offer human life? Oh, the devil 
offers the satisfaction of our lower 
nature. But suppose we revel in 
it; we are then living on the plane 
of the beast of the field; we are not 


| living the life of man as we turn 


ourselves. over to satisfying the 
lower desires of life. The devil, of- 
fers a gay time. But remember 
that all the devil offers, in the end 
it biteth like a serpent and sting- 
eth like an adder. In the end you 
will curse the day that you put 
your feet in the primrose path, 
you will curse that day you lis- 
tened to the devil’s lies. The devil 
offers what he cannot deliver. He 
is the father of lies. He tells you 
it will be easy if you follow him. 
You will not find a soul anywhere 
that has found happiness follow- 
ing the devil. God has made man 
with such a capacity and with such 
a nature that he will never be sat- 
isfied nor happy until he rests in 
God. The abundance of things that 
a man possesses will not satisfy 
human life. What does the. devil 
have to offer you, my friend? Look 
down the path a way and see what 
Satan has brought those that fol- 
lowed him. He has wrecked hearts 
and ruined souls. Look at the 
tears; listen to the sighs of the 
suffering; listen to the groans of 
the dying; listen to the weeping 
and the wailing and the gnashing 
of teeth. Paul was right when he 
said, “The whole creation groaneth | 
and travaileth in pain.” Put your 
ear to the ground and you will 
hear the sighs of the suffering, you 
will hear the groans of the dying, 
youwill hear the mouring ofthe sor- 
rowing, you will hear the splash- 
ing of tears of the heart-broken 
that have followed the devil. Why 
can’t people see? Why can’t we 
learn from. observation without 
having to learn by experience? 


V. What God Offers For Your 


Soul. 


What then does God have to of- 
fer you? He offers you His love. 
He offers you the blood of Jesus 
Christ to cleanse you from all sin, 


to break the fetters that sin has 


forged upon -your soul and about 


your life, % set you free like a bird 


“you 


free,” “whom the Son shall make 
free, is free indeed,” that is what 
Isaiah meant when he saw the 
coming of the Son of God and said, 
}“‘He shall open the prison to them 
that are bound and set the cap- 
tives free.’’ He offers you the peace 
of God that passeth all understand- 
ing. He offers to make your sin- 
stained soul as white as snow. 
Hear it! “Though your sins be as 
scarlet, they shall be as white as 
snow; though they be red like 
crimson, they shall be as wool,’’ 
“For the blood of Jesus Christ His 
Son cleanseth: us from all sin-’’ 


When I was a high school lad, 
one afternoon after school, I 
walked down: town. There was a 
man on the street corner selling 
some kind of cleaning fluid. He 
claimed he could take out any, kind 
of stain. Back in those days ,they 
didn’t make Scrip ink which will 
wash out. I knew when I got ink 
on my handkerchief or my clothes 
how hard it was to get out. In fact 
it was there to stay. So I stood 
there and watched him as he stood 
in the back of a truck. A negro 
comedian was singing and the 
crowd gathered around. He took 
out his-handkerchief and took two 
small bowls and in one of them 
he poured a bottle of black ink, 
and in the other some sort of a 
fluid. I saw him take the handker- 
chief and dip it down in that bowl 
filled with the black ink and turn 
it over and over until-every thread 
was saturated a midnight black. 
Then he lifted it out and held it 
upand it was as black as ink could 
make it. “Now,” he said, “Watch.” 
Then he put it over in the bowl of 
cleaning fluid. He dipped it down, 
turned it over a few times and took 
it by the corner and lifted it up 
and to our utter amazement it was 
as white as the driven snow. That 
is exactly what Jesus did with my 
poor sin-stained soul one day. 
Black with sin, He dipped it in the 
blood, in the fountain filled with 
His precious blood, and when it 
came up it was as white as the 
driven snow. Oh, what does God 
offer when He says He will put my 
sin behind His back and remember 
it against me no more forever? 
God offers to make me a child of 
His, a son of God, and heir of God 
and joint heir with Jesus Christ. 
God offers me the privilege of one 
day being like Jesus when I will 
see Him as He is. God offers me 
and offers you, my sinner friend, 
the privilege of being an heir of 
God and a joint’ heir with Jesus 
Christ... He offers you the privilege 
of reigning with Him. Listen! “To 
him that overcometh will I grant 
to sit with me in my throne, even 
as I also overcome, and am set 
down with my Father in his 
throne.” We shall reign with Him 
forever! forever! forever! Think 
with me tonight: “What is a man 
profited, if he shall gain the whole 
world, and lose his own soul.”

How can 
you have the audacity to say, “I 
am. going to trifle with God awhile 
longer? I am going to spurn Him 
a little while longer. I am going 
to trample under foot His blood 
a while. I am going to slam the 
door in His face awhile longer. I 
am going to crucify the Son of God 
now. I am going to insult the 
Spirit. of grace.” For that is what 
it means. You say, “I believe that 
Christ died for me, but I am going 
to close the door in His face. I 
will have my way awhile, and 
when I get ready I will trust Him.” 
Unsaved friend, how can you have 
the audacity to so trifle with God? 
How can you hope with the short- 
ness of lifé,-the uneertainty of 
life that hangs by such a brittle 
thread, how..can you dare to pre- 
sume upon the mercy and the long- 
suffe of God? How can you 
hope for another chance? Don’t 
trifle with God! Don’t trifle with 
God! “Now is the accepted time. 
Now is the day of salvation.” 

My unsaved friend, Saul, the 
first king of Israel trifle with God. 
God said to Samuel, “I have re- 
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on his face and prayed and cried

Think with 
me tonight. Whatever sin may give 
you, whatever the world has to 
offer you, friend, it perishes with 
the using. Is it ‘worth the price? 
“What is a man profited, if 
shall gain the whole world, and 
lose his own soul?” 

Do you know why people go to 
Hell? Because they will not think, 
because they will not follow their 
own better judgment; not because 
they do not believesthe Bible, not. 
because they do not intend to be 
saved some time, but because they 
will not do what their own reason 
their own better judgment tells 
them to do.» Think of a soul in 
eternity without God, without hope 


‘and without the Lord of glory. 


Hear me! Suppose there is no cer- 
tain place called Hell where there 
is_fire and brimstone —1I believe 
there is, but just for the sake of 
argument, suppose there is not; 
think of a soul flung by the power 
of God beyond creation’s bound- 
aries, blighted by the curse of Al- 
mighty God throughout all eter- 
nity, withering and dying under 
the curse of God, doomed to wan- 
der in infinife, boundless, bottom- 
less darkness where the soul sinks 
down and down and down forever 
in that bottomless pit where the 
soul never finds a place to rest its 
weary head, for there is no rest 
day nor night forever; where the 
sound of a friendly voice is never 
heard, nor the touch of a friendly 
hand is ever felt; where the only 
sound that ever reaches your poor, 
doomed ears is the hiss and jeer- 
ing of the demons and the weep- 
ing and wailing and gnashing of 
teeth of the damned. Think of 
such an eternity when by a mo- 
ment’s decision, when in the twink- 
ling of an eye, yea, by one mo- 
ment’s resolution you can be saved. 
Think! God gave you reason and 
power to think and you know what 
you ought to do, Think of spend, 
ing eternity in Hell when God gave 
you the will to act and you could 
have in a single moment’s decision 
settled your salvation for time and 
eternity, when, with one eternal 
yes to God y could have been 
singing around the throne with the 
blood-washed throng of the re- 
deemed of God, when by holding 
out an empty hand of faith, in 
one second, yea, one instant of 
time you could have received as 
a gift of God eternal life!—What 
is a man profited? What a foolish 
thing for a-reasoning, thinking hu- 


man being to do! 


Will you make the right deci- 
sion, friend? Will you open that 
dogr and receive Jesus? He didn’t 
say “Whosoever can.” He says, 
“Whosoever will.” Will you? Will 
you? “Whosoever will let him take 
the water of life freely.” 

Bow your heads. How many to- 
night are not Christians Just be 
honest with God tonight; you are 
not saved or else you are not sure 
whether you are saved or not; you 
don’t know — will you say, “I-want 
to make the right choice for eter- 
nity, I want to be saved., I want 
Heaven as my home. I beleve the

for me and I appreciate it. I do 
appreciate Christ’s death for me 
and before I die. I want Him as 
my Saviour?” That is the fairest 
and simplest proposition I know 
how to make. If you are not saved 
or not sure and want God’s people 
to pray for you, raise your hand.
